They cat fowls mw ond ercn candles 
when hungry. The Coreans are surprised by. 


The Cossacks wear overeonts of soft lenthor 
lined with sheepskin, and often camp ontside of 
cottages, withont going inside, They, might 
aluost be likened to wild beasts, Thoy livo}ke 
shepherds, and lie downfin the field, © They- can 


| therefore travel. fifty miles a day yithout 


diflculty, and itis hard work to; coptare: "them. 
Their horsos are often fed with rico instead of 
proper food. The speed of tho howses is'not 
much superior to thet of the Japanese horses; 
j but the Cossacks can travel. faster than. the 
Japanese over the hills, through forosts and 
over rough country. The Cossacks are timid, 
more sfraid of death than was expected. This 
‘view has: beon confirmed by several reports 
received from scouts. During the engagement 
at Teishu on the 28th ult. the Cossacks were fully 
aware of the inferior position of the Japanese, 
but’ they ‘utterly: failed to take the aggressive. 
After two. hours’ firing they retreated suddenly 
on seeing the advance of the Japanese Infantry. 
Lieutenant Yugami_ with twenty. men was able 
to hold his position against seventy or eighty 
Russians during the engagement. This may 
be regarded us proof of the Jupanese soldiors’ 
courage; but on the other hand it shows the 
Cossacks’ lack of'a warlike spirit.

TERMS OF CONTRACT, 

The actual form of contract for the enlist. 
ment of Chinese labourers for the. Rand mines 
has not yot beon published by tho home Govern- 
ment, but the general terms can be gathered 
from the prospectuses which have been ‘and are 
boing sentterad broadcast over the China coast. 
‘Until the form fixed upon arrives hero there 
cannot of course bo any enrolment of labourers, 
Dat, wo understand that the agencies already 
established aré ‘all in readiness to take 
on cooljcs, of whom there is su mnlimited 
number available, us soon as the contract forms 
as sanctioned by Government have urrived from 
Englod. es ee 

The prospectuses aboye montioned bear. that: 


the engagement is for. three years from the 


date of ‘the laboprer'’s arrival. The employer 
will transport, him free of cost by land or seu 
providing accommodation, food, und medical 
attendance as required by British laws; a 
reusonable supply of clothes and other private 
effects to he carried five of cost. During the 
engagement employer provides housing, food, 
andl medical attendance free of all - charge. 
At the conclusion of his term the Ijbourer 
will be ‘transported buck whence he come 
free of cost, and othor conditions os before. 
If the Isbourvr wishes to renow his engage- 
mont he ean do so in such wanner and 
for such period as the lawa provide. and at tho 
end of his extended term he is: entitled to free 
pussage home, etc. 

The rato of pay is -25/-per calendar month ; 
tho day's work not to exeeed ten hours, and the 
labourer not to be compelled to work on Sun- 
dayaund various Chinese festival days (seven 
in, all) oxcept a4 overtime. As soon us the 
lnbourers arrive atthe mines a system of piece- 
work will be arranged for most’ kinds of 
work, and tho lubouwr will hove a choiee of 
boing paid thus or ona fixed wage systom. The 
plece-work payment will .be — fixed 
snch ao sealo that x really efficient and 
industrions workman will be able to earn more 
than 25/- per month, ‘ud the best as much as 
50/-. Ifa labourer is unable to work through 
sickness he will not got paid for the days he is 
of but will continue to reccive free food and 
housing. Should a Isbourer refuse to work or 
Yecoma permunently unable to work from uty 
cause, the employer will be allowed to.terminate 
the engagement, but will be bound to transport 
him to China. Should he become permauently 
disabled by an acccilent incurred in the em- 
ployer’s anvvico, not through his own fault, the 
amployor shall pay to him as compensation 
50/-. to be handed te him on-landing in China. 
Should a labourer dic from accident under 
similar conditions, tho employer shall pay to his 
representative (to be nomed in tho contract) the 
sum of 100/-. 

Inthe event of the labourer dying during 
his engagement his remains will be buried 
decently on land according to Chinese custom. 
Ug thé labourers desire to form sovietivs among 
themselves for the purpose of embalming or 
otherwise preserving the bodies of ony of their 
munber who may dio and send them back to 
China, every assistance anf facility within the 
power of the employers will be given to these 
societies, and the body will be transported free 
of cost to China, 

The lubourer shall be entitled to wako an 
allotmeat.of his woges to be paid in China to 
his family. or representative, the amount and 
the nme of tho rediver to be stated on the 
contract, This allotment. the employer 
undertakes -psyment of-in Chinu, the first 
payment to. be zaado 44 the end: of the: first 
month after ths ‘Inkours:’s arrival in the 
Transvaol and the subsequent payments monthly 
as long as the labourer continues to be employed ; 
no change in this arrangement to be made but 
by mutual consent, The employer undertakes

THE “PEDLARS' GUILD.”~ 


In an account of tho recont attack on the 
house in Scout of the Minister for Foreign 
A fairs, which was instigated by the “Podlars” 
Guild, the Korea Review, referring to that 
society, rays tho past few weeks have witnessed 
almostits dying gasp. Onr contemporary points 
out ‘that what was once a simple mercantile 
society composed of travelling merchants or 
pedlars, hus heon transformed and corrupted 
into a so-called podlars’ guild whieh was in truth 
a gang of deaperadces who under cover of the 
nome “ private police ” were prepared. to de nny 
dirty work thiit unscrupnlous officials in high 
places saw fit to give them. They have heen 
tho most dangerous element in Seoul all these 
weoka,” continues the Review, “and the only 
anxiety of the foroigners in Seoul was lest this 
gang of hoodlums should break out in xome 
manner before thy. arrival of Jnpanese troops. 
Now that the Japaneso’ are in power here 
hoy have caused a royal edict to be promul- 
gated doing away with the Pedlars’ Guild. 
This naturally was not pleasant to the pedlarx 
and they beyan plotting against the officials 
who had injured them. A fow weeks ago u man 
armed with a sword climbed the wall of the 
Foreign Minister's house and scarchod the 
place. but us the Minister was fortunately 
spending the night elsewhero the assassin could 
not find him. Enraged at his. fuilure, the 
felon struck the door-sill of the Minister's 
private room a vicious blow with-his xword and 
then decumped. The samo night three other 
houses were attacked with explosive bombs, but 
the materiul with which they were charged was 
of such poor quality that they could do littl 
Gamage. Since that time it has 
found out that the ringleaders in these cowardly 
assaults were—officials who lately held high 


heen 


power em the Rnasian sido of the fence, and at 
the present moment these men are being sought 
for und arrested us rapidly as possible. It is 
certain that ‘whon the Russians were in- 
fluential in- Seoul they used the very worst 
elements in the Government” and umong tho 
péople to offect their ends. The real head of 
this Pedlars’ Guild was an, official high in the 
favour of the Russisns.” i 


JAPANESE VIEWS AND AIMS. 
SaaS 

Baron Suyewatsu,. who.; ax ‘our London 
correspondent announced last month, is on a 
visit to England, has explained his views te a 
representative of Renter's agency. First he 
said :—* I am not hero on uny definite mission’ 
Lhave come to England for reasons of health 
and again to visit scenes with which I was 
fomiliur many years ago, but if I can be of any 
service to my country by explaining hor position 
at this juncture I shall be very glad.” Speak- 
ing of Japan's ‘financial position, the Baron 
said :—-" Although weare not so rich us thy 
Great Powers of Europe we can carry on this war 
with our own money for some years. Ifo 
Joan be obtainable it will benefit the financial 
arrangements of the Government. and_ will 
enablo-us to make improvements in different: 
directions and to promote public works, But 
whether a foreign loan be obtainable ‘or not, it 
will mako no difference to'the prosecution of the 
war. We are not waging this war for: the 
purpose of material gain, and, if successful, we 
huvd no intention of enlarging our territory. 
I€ Russia be beaten we have no intention to 
take Manchuria. This is far from our desire, 
which is that Manchuria shall be en integral 
part of the Chinese Empire. - With régard to 
the railway, its future stato will depend upon 
circumstances, but if Japan. is successful, it is 
clear that the line will be-useless to" Russia for 
military purposes. It is difficult: to speak of 
what may happen. and I cannot my what 
will be the future of such a gigantic country 
as Russia. AlLI can say with certainly is that 
we shull do our work in such o way as to secure 
peace for at least some decades.” : ‘ 

Asked for his views regarding the position of 
Japan among the nations, Baron Suyematsu 
remarked :—“*I have seen » good deal written 
about the possibility or necessity of Japan adopt- 
ing Christianity together with Westera 
motliods,’butthe religious aspect of the matter 
Ldo not care to-diseuss, What is: called the 
Yollow Peril seems to me to be a kind of night- 
mare, For the past thirty or forty years our 
efforts have beon directed to assimilating 
European ideas and European modern civilisa- 
tion, and to tho eradication of =uce feslings. In 
other words, we have soughtto make brother- 
hood with Oceidentals, and to adopt their modes 
of thought end: reason. Of course, by this 
I do not mean. that ‘we intend to relin- 
quish our national existence ; but if with this 
tho-Occidental Powers take us into their brother- 
hood that is the end of our aspiration. On 
this matter we feel very grateful to England, 
who took the first ‘step by giving us's place in 
internationsl comity by the revision of the 
Troaties, and subsequently by the:sympathy she 
has shown us from time to tims, and especially 
atthis moment.. We believe that the Anglo- 
Japanese Allionce is beneficial for both 
countries. It benefits England inasmuch as she 
knows that Japan can he relied on to carry out 
in the Far East o policy common to both 
countrios. It benelits Japan ‘because our 
intoresta are -identical with those. of our ally. 
We have done nothing unjust in the present 
crisis, and we are determined to pursue the 
policy on which we have embarked and can 
confidently ask for sympathy in what the future 
may bring us. But wo do not ask for anything 
more than sympathy, We want no assistance 


éivilised nations we do not expect to ottain our 
ends, Therofore, we aro determined to carry on 


civilisation.” . : e

As regards 
heavy traffic, coal will soon form an important 
item, the daily output at the mines having risen 
from 100 tons in September to 260 tons in. 
December. In tho shipping returus the 
extraordinary advauco of the Japanese and 
Bnglish flags is most remarkable. ‘The formor 
was priucipally brought about by the Osake 
Shosen Kaisha running, with o subvontion 
from tho Imperia! Japanose Government, a 
regnlur line of muil steamers from Kobo to 
Teintau, bringiug the number of Japanese 
stoamers up. to, 41 against :9 is the previous 
year. The. English flag is now chiefly 
represented by the Indo-China Steam 
Navigation Cv., running, since November, 
1903, a regular weekly line between 
Shanghai and Tsintav. Until the 
Hamburg-Amoerican Line bad the licn’s share 
in the North-Chius Coast traffic for the German 
port; about 67 per cent, of the whole shipping 
belonging. to this single compauy. Its 
steamers were also the first that pliod directly 
between the Bund at Tientsiu and Tsinvau 
harbour. : 

“Yt we look: at tho Customs Returns of non- 
Chinese wares, we yotice in some articles an 
juicrease of more than a hundred per cent, over 
the imports of the previous yeur, Thus, e.g 
tho weight of cotton yarns. that paid duty. at

The following regulations for Press .corres- 
pondents in the field have been issued. and a 
translation published in English by the First 
Japanese Army Headquarters: : £ 

Art. I.—All the Pross corroxpondonts’ with 
this Army shnll act according to theso regulu- 
tions. 

Art. I1.—Tho general affairs concerning 
Prexs correspondents shall be undor the manure - 
‘ment. of Adjutants, and their supervision and 
the inspection of their correspondence ‘shall be 
under the Staff Departmont. : 

Lodging and subsistence of Pross gorréspond- 
ents iu the field shall be directed by the! 
Quarturmaster. 

Art. IIT—Press correspondents shall’ he 
commanded by the supervising officer, obey the 
orders of this Army Headyuarters, aud act 
according to. the instructions given by it. 

Art. 1V.—Pross correspoudonts should lock 
and behave decently: und should never do 
anything disorderly ‘ : 

‘Art, V.—Pres correspondents should tuke 


ware not. to do anything harmful to the troops and 


never ente : the office-rooms of the Headquarters, 

Art. VI—When thought necessary by the 
Army Headquarters, Press correspondents may 
ho attached te some of the Army's detuchmonts, 
in. which case Press correspondents shall bw 
commanded by the commander of that detach. 
ment or by the supervising officer aud oboy his 
orders, 

Art, VUI.—Press correspondents shall not 
go about iu tho buttle-field except ut the timo 
and place, shown by the supervising ‘officor or 
the detachment commander. 

Art. VITL—AlIl the correspondence of Press 
correspondents (including their reports, private 
letters, telegrams eto.) must be inspected by the 
supervising officer before sending. 

The supervising officer, after inspecting such 
correspondence, shall soul (if enveloped) and 
stamp “ passed inspection” upon the envelope, 
the noto-paper, or the telegraph’ application 
paper, and then give it buck to the sender, 

The name of the correspondent und of the 
Press “he represents, must always be written 
on the envelope or the front page of the report. 

Art. [X.—Correspondence without the in. 
xpector’s stamp is not allowed. 

Art, X.~-Correspondence in a foroign lan- 
guage may’ in some cases be requested to be 
accompanied by u Japanese translation, or the 
kind of lunguage to be usbd may be limited. 

Art. X1.—Corregpondonts must puy particu- 
lar attention to the following items: 


1. Things liuble to disturb the public peace or-} 


to dispirit the troops should not be written. 
2. Only the facts of the-past may "be written 
in regard to the actious of the troops and never 


‘the things to happen in future or of mero sup- 


position. 

3, Strength of our troops, their number, their 
locations, and the time and.pluce of despatching 
correspondence must not be written unless it is 
allowed by the supervising officer. 

Art. XIJ.—One representative shall be chosen 
each among the Japanese and the foreign cor- 
respondents,” These representatives ure to go 
between the Headquarters und the correspon- 
dents in regard to- matters concerning the corre- 
spondonts in general, .
